This great raid, thrown in yes- 
terday without the loss of a sin- 
gle Fortress, hit an Italian light 
cruiser and four cargo ships and 
‘left one of Italy’s oil refineries 
ablaze.

While the Itahan high zom- 
mand in its broadcast communique 
was admittirg “very great dam- 
age’ in Leghorn, reconnaissance 
photographs showed a hit and 
two damaging missés on the 
cruiser, many hits on the port's oi!

Leghorn was attacked on May 
28 by a fleet of fortresses only 
slightly smaller than yesterday's 
huge force.

Finance Corporation, which is un- 
der Jones. 

“We have recruited what we 
feel to be an extremely competent 
group of businessmen and techni- 
cal engineers with foreign trade 
background to carry out our job 
of importing stratesic materials,” 
Wallace told the committee. 

“I feel that they should be 
Riven adequate latitude for a job 
that is extremely difficult even 
under the best of conditions. They 
should be free from this ham- 
stringing bureaucracy and back- 
door complaining of Mr. Jones and 
his employes.” 

Wallace accused Jones also of 
trying to nisliead congress into be- 
lieving the RFC had _ supplied 
funds for administrative expenses 
of the BEW whereas Wallace said 
there were supplied independently. 

On the subject of Jonés’ pur- 
chases of strategic materials, Wal- 
lace gave the committee a table 
‘vhich set forth that no contracts 
were executed, prior to BEW’s as- 
sumption of responsibiilty, for im- 
ports of castor seeds, corundum 
(for ¥rinding optical glass), palm 
oil (used in manufacture of tin 
plate), flax fiber for parachute 
webbing), tantalite (for radio 
tubes) or zirconium (for tracer 
ammunition). 

“RFC Failed Dismally.” 

“For the summer of 1940 until 
well past December 7, 1941,” 
Wallace declared, “the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation 
failed dismaily, so far as the im- 
port field was concerned, to build 
the government stockpiles au- 
thorized and directed by the con- 
gress nearly 18 months before) 
Pear! Harbor. | 

“During this period, of course, 
private purchasing of imports 
continued on a somewhat in- 
creased scale due to better busi- 
ness, and the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation entered into 
various upderwriting agreements 
with some countries under which 
we agreed to take surpluses if 
they were no’ bought privately. 
This seems to us to have been 
a timid, business-as-usual pro~ 
cedure; at least it was a ‘far cry’.

WASHINGTON, June 29.—() 
Only 414,931 grade 3 tires—used 
and recapped casings—will be 
available for rationing in July, 
compared with 690,000 in June. 
In announcing this quota today, 
the Office of Price Administration 
said it reflected recent changes in 
rationing regulations restricting 
eligibility for grade 3 tires. Un- 
der the new regulations, “A” book- 
holders in the east are ineligible 
for replacement tires and “A” 
bookholders elsewhere can qual- 
ify only if they use their cars for 
essential driving. 
The July quota for grade 1 tires 
is 1,061,261, compared with 1,012,- 
000 in June. These tires go prin- 
cipally for needed replacements 
on cars with a monthly ration ex- 
ceeding 240 miles.

The Desired Result 

Though there has been no confirmation as 
vet. the underground report from Europe that 
Germany is withdrawing 50 division of troops 
from the Russian front to meet the threat of 
invasion from west or south, contains tre- 
mendous interest for war strategists. 

Repeatedly the Russians have urged the 
opening of a “second front” in Europe. Their 
reason, of course, is that such a front would 
relieve some of the pressure against their own 
armies. Undoubtedly a true and logical argu- 
ment. The Soviet army press has even named 
50 divisions as the number which they wanted 
the Germans to be compelled to withdraw, with 
the corollary that, after such a withdrawal, it 
would be possible for the Red armies them- 
selves to drive the Nazis back into their own 
territory. 

If, therefore, the reported shift of German 
strength away from the eastern front is true, 
the situation for which the Russians have 
pleaded is here. In any event, it should make 
even more certain the already sure prospect 
that Germany, now, can never break Russian 
lines or strength. 

Thus the air attack from Britain and from 
Africa is bearing ‘fruit. That, combined with 
the war of nerves, the anxious apprehension as 
io where and when the new invasion blow will 
fall which now plagues the Axis, is already 
disrupting German strategy within the iron 
circle. 

What is to come we don’t know. We can 
only guess. But if Axis strength is already 
being thinned out, as the withdrawal report 
indicates, it can only mean that conditions in 
the German high command are fast nearing 
the stage of frantic anxiety and indecision. 
Which is a necessary prelude to the complete 
collapse of German power which is surely com- 
ing, some day.

Chester Davis Resigns 

Chester C. Davis, War Food Administrator 
for the past three months, has resigned be- 
cause of inability to agree wfth the subsidy 
program for stabilization of food prices. In his 
letter to the President, Davis explained his 
reasons for doubting effectiveness of the sub- 
sidy program, saying it would not work without 
current tax and savings programs to drain off 
excess buying power. 


Davis’ resignation came just at the time 
when the subsidy program is under fire in 
congress, with a likelihood it will be prohibited 
in bills now in process of enactment. 


There was one paragraph in the Davis letter, 
however, which is frighteningly revealing in 
regard to the condition of affairs in official 
Washington today. He complained that, while 
the responsibility for forming and carrying out 
the food progrem was his, other persons were 
exercising authority, “not only over broad food 
policy, but day-to-day actions.” 


It is possible that, in this complaint, Davis 
was referring to Byrnes, head of the Office of 
Economic Stabilization, who iuas final authority 
over both food and price administrations. How- 
ever, whether or not this was the cause of the 
Davis complaint, whether he was referring to 
an individual or rather to a general condition, 
it serves to put the spotlight on affairs which 
appear to be growing more involved, 


The fact is there are too many officials in 
Washington, each jealous of his own authority 
and, ofttimes, antagonistic to others. There has 
been a tendency to place one administrator, one 
board or one committee on top of all others, 
until the structure has grown topheavy, and 
it is difficult .o discover who ir, exactly, respon- 
sible for any given policy or directive. 


What is needed is the elimination of some 
of the comparatively useless groups and the 
concentration of authority and responsibility 
in fewer individuals. That would desirably 
simplify the conduct of the war on the home 
front and eliminate much o7 that rivalry over 
authority, the condition about which Davis 
complains.

ample, to sustain the loose charge | 
that the Nazis prepared the situa-| 
tion or touched off the riot. The’ 
Same is true of the zoot-suit 
troubles in Los Angeles. These 
seem to have been typical Ameri- 
can firecrackers. 

We are not harmonious or homo- 
geneous people, and we have a 
long record of sporadic bloodshed 
and burning in fights between 
groups who found themselves set 
apart by differences of race or 
religion or national origin in Eu- 
rope. After the war we may find 
the situation complicated by new 
hatreds on the part of our Bo- 
hemians, Poles and Norwegians, 
the children of immigrants, and 
the Americans of German birth 
and descent.

Travel today will take the old-timers back to the days of their 


boyhood when all trains save the “Cannon- 
ball” and the “Flyer” were known as “accome 
modations.” 

They stopped almost everywhere and they 
included some unexpected and unscheduled 
stops. They were often on sidings and they 
whistled often and lengthily by day and often 
and mournfully by night. 


Well, all trains are “accommodations” now 
save for one or two crack trains and even they 
are not unchanged. 

The old-timers recall the green plush seats 
that smelled of cinders and train smoke and 
people. The seats of Pullmans are beginning 
to smell that way now, because there isn’t much 
air conditioning left today. Maybe your car 
will be air conditioned, but more than likely it 
won't. It is the old-time Pullman with the little 
fans in each end of the car puddling the hot 
air. The windows are open and the screens 


don’t keep out the cinders and dust any better than they did before 
air conditioning was invented. In the station you wonder how you 
stood travel in the old days, but when the train gets out of the 
station and starts rolling, the wind and the dust and the cinders 
come in at the window and you get cool and grimy and you grin 
and feel right at home. You know then how you “stood” it in 
the old days. . 

There are no club cars and not many observations, and there 
aren’t many Pullmans either. The trains are for hauling soldiers 
and war goods, and anything else goes along sort of incidentally. 
When you travel today, brother, you really travel. No one cares, 
or should care, about your comfort. They didn’t ask you, did they, 
brother? No one was around asking you to buy a ticket. 


PICNIC MEALS What the old-timers would like best of all is 


the comeback of an ancient and honorable 
American custom. 


As a boy I recall that when we traveled any distance by train 
we packed a shoe box of fried chicken and meat sandwiches and 
hard-boiled eggs. 

No diner ever had any food as good; but as time went on this 
custom was frowned en and any person eating food out of a shoe 


box in a Pullman was looked upon with some mild amusement 
and, truth to tell, often with some resentment. 

But not now, brother. Not now. Unless you know Elijah’s 
ravens you had best get you a shoe box and fill it up before you 
start traveling. 

Because the diners are not the cool, peaceful temples of food 
they once were. No longer is it possible leisurely to enter the 
diner, relax with the menu and ‘choose an excellent dinner from 
a wide assortment of food. Not now, brother. 

Now you go to the diner and they tell you to come back in an 
hour. They feed soldiers first, as they jolly well should. When 
you go back you stand in line a long time. You edge forward to- 
ward the diner. In an hour maybe you get a seat. The waiters are 
worn to a frazzle. There aren’t any more clean table cloths. The 
menu is streamlined. There aren’t many choices. Also, there isn't 
much left: You take what they’ve got and it is wartime food, but 
you don’t enjoy it. You can’t enjoy it with the lines standing at 
both ends of the diner, looking hungrily and accusingly at you. 

So, you hurry through, and get back to your seat. 

The smart ones are the ones who bring the shoe boxes filled 
with food. Just before writing this, I walked up and down the 
aisle three times, walking very slowly as I passed the three persons 
who had an enormous box of fried chicken, sandwiches and pound 
cake. I ever coughed in a manner calculated to attract attention, 
all to no avail. Late in the afternoon I got into the diner. 

The waiter said “we are out of that.” Then he said it again and 
again and so I took the boiled ox tongue with spinach. 

Coming back to the Pullman, I looked accusingly at the people 
with a box of chicken. They were very serene. By now there 
were a half dozen other boxes out and many drumsticks were 
being flourished. 

‘“‘Man, what a big leg that is!” said a gentleman who was sitting 
with me. A young lady across the aisle, who looked like one of 
the sensationally beautiful young things out of Mr. Harold Martin's 
show at the Roxy, pulled at her dress angrily and looked daggers 
at the gentleman who was sitting with me.

Child When Intellectual 
Humility Is Gone 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


To a Young Mother: 

I can answer you more frankly than I could answer a stranger, 
for, I know your family and its history. 

Your problem is a little boy. He is smarter than most kids— 
probably because he has lived in an intellectual atmosphere since 
the day of his birth. He is well-trained and good. He doesn’t 
know what deceit is, for you never have lied to him. 

Last Christmas, when he was almost two and a half—the first 
Christmas that really meant anything to him—you faced the prob- 
lem of Santa Claus. You solved it by telling him that Santa is 


a make-believe person, and he got the idea and enjoyed the pre- 


tending. 

You also told him the beautiful story of the Christ-child born 
in a manger, and he was fascinated by it. So far, all was well. 

But now you face a graver problem. You wonder what more 
you should teach him concerning Jesus. It is a problem only be- 
cause you are intellectually honest; you feel that you cannot teach 
him anything unless you believe it true; and you do not believe 
in Jesus yourself. You believe He was real; you believe in the 
ideals He taught: but you do not believe He is the Son of God, 
who died to save mankind. 

Do you know why you can’t believe? Let me remind you of 
your family history. One of your brothers died a complete ag- 
nostic. The others had to face life—and now face death—with 
minds troubled by doubts, without conviction or faith. You have 
felt at peace only when you dismissed the problem from your 
mind and refused to think about it. Thinking brought only baf- 
flement and uncertainty. 

Why all this? Because there was no religion in your child- 
hood home. There was culture and pride in decency, but God 
was left out. You were not taught to believe while you were 
young enough to learn easily. 

Your little boy can develop faith now. If you wait for him 
to “decide for himself,” he may never be able to believe. Have 
you a right to wait? You are not waiting for him to decide for 
himself whether to be ‘truthful and honorable. 

What will he have without Christ? Take Christ and His teach- 
ings and all of His influence out of our civilization, and what will 
remain that is good? Without hope in Him, what hope is left? 

One thing is certain. If you teach your boy to believe, it can 
do him no hurt. If you don’t teach him to believe, you preserve 
your intellectual honesty by gambling with his life and his soul

Raid on Cologne ‘Terrorisfte,’ 
German Propagandists Claim 


By The Associated Press. 

Germany’s propaganda machine 
worked overtime yesterday in a 
desperate effort to convince the 
world that the RAF’s aerial bom- 
bardment of Cologne Monday 
night was a “terroristic” attack 
and that the Cologne cathedral 
had been “destroyed”—or at least 


“heavily damaged.” 

As usual, Nazi propaganda re- 
sorted to what has become a 
stock repertoire of enumerating 
destruction to churches and civic 
buildings, broadcasting so-called 
eyewitness reports and citing press 
comment on the raid. 

The German high command 
communique, broadcast by Berlin 
and recorded by the Associated 
Press, said bombs caused heavy 
damage to the cathetiral. Another 
Berlin broadcast said “heavy 
bombs smashed through the roof 
of the cathedral and exploded in- 
side the church, causing heavy 
devastation.” 


“Whole Building Wrecked.” 

The Transocean agency went 
even further, declaring that ‘‘the 
cathedral at Cologne was destroy- 
ed by a bomb hit in the central 
nave which wrecked the whole 
bullding.”

MOULTRIE, Ga., June 29—() 
Approximately 400 carloads of wa- 
termelons valued at an estimated 
record-breaking $320,000, have 
been shipped out of south Geor- 
gia in the past week, market 
sources here said today. 

The high prices—attributed by 
|railroad spokesmen to a short crop 
and the war boom—brought grow- 
ers from $700 to $1,100 per car- 
load for their melons. T. R. Craw- 
ford, buyer for Chicago brokers 
for many years, said prices were 
_higher than any in 25 years. 

One farmer at Morven, Ga.. was 
reported to have sold a 100-acre 
crop for $6,100—a fair price for 
the land itself. Other growers re- 
ported returns as high as $150 per 
acre before-.the melons were 
a ed from the fields. 

In Atlanta, the Department of 
Agriculture’s marketing service re- 
ported demand steady, with small- 
to-medium sizes bringing from 35 
to 65 cents each and large melons 
selling as high as $1. 

South Georgia acreage planted 
to watermelons was smaller than 
usual this year because fertilizer 
'was denied this “non-essential” 
‘crop and because growers feared 
the railroads might not be able to 
supply cars for shipments. Con- 
siderable acreage was planted in 
‘late melons. however, and mar- 
ket sources said the shipping sea- 
son might last through part of Auw- 
gust.
